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Why Does Trouble 
Come to Christians? 


% Donald G. Weston discusses a problem of 


perennial interest to all Christian believers.

... Man is born unto trouble, as 
the sparks fly upward.” (Job 5:7). 

This is a question that has been 
asked so many times by well mean- 
ing people who seem to feel that the 
Christian life should be one without 
a cloud to ever dim the sky, never 
realizing that the most powerful fac- 
tor in determining character is hard- 
ship! The following truths are many 
times missed because they are para- 
doxical. 


If you would be happy, then take 
_ trouble for granted and accept life as 
difficult and at times tragic! Some 
cannot handle trouble constructively 
because they think the untroubled 
life to be the ideal, and that disasters 
are intruders that should be deeply 
resented. Begin with the alternative 
proposition . . . the painful birth and 
then the closing dark and lonely 
hours of death . . . these are so often 
the times of greatest soul growth. 


There are those who would think 
this is the gloomy view of life, but it 
is the only real basis for happiness. 
If pleasure only is the ideal, then 
every cloud is an insult! When the 
Apostle Paul wrote, “The whole crea- 
tion groneth .. .” he was living a 
radiant life against a dark back- 
ground of hardships, persecution and 
loneliness, and his blessings and re- 
velations thus shone all the more 
eternal and bright. The most tingling 
happiness is victory over opposition 
... yes in these things we are more 
than conquerors! 

It is a spiritual and cosmic honor 
to be able to suffer. The capacity to 
suffer is a mark of noble rank in na- 
ture. The oyster that produces the 
pearl has its skeleton on the outside 
and its sensitive nerves on the inside! 
We admire the tree that is swept by 
the gale, yet stands rooted to the 
rock. We thrill at the sight of the 
redwood tree .. . semper vieras ... 
that was standing in Abraham’s time 
... that was gutted by the great fire 
at the time of the great Crusades, yet 
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has stood throughout the ages and 
even grown over the old scarred and 
burned places! Jesus, the very highest 
in God's order, ever bore the griefs 
of others! 

Without trouble, our best never 
comes out. With no hardship there is 
no hardihood. Witness the pampered 
child with no fight .. . there is no 
hardihood . . . it is basic that the suc- 
cessful athlete must condition him- 
self. 

If there is no suffering in the life, 
that person then knows nothing of 
the beautiful ministry of sympathy. 
Where there is no pain, there is little 
sympathy .. . no one cares for the ad- 
vice in a sick room of one who has 
never faced trouble. 

We learn from sorrow. Robert 
Browning Hamilton wrote, 


“T walked a mile with pleasure 
. she chatted all the way, 
But left me none the wiser 
for all she had to say. 
I walked a mile with sorrow, 
and ne’er a word said she, 
But oh the things I learned from her, 
when sorrow walked with me.” 


It was Hattie Buell, the once 
wealthy girl, who for Christ suffered 
abject poverty, who was able to write 
the well loved hymn, I’m a Child Of 
The King. We shrink from trouble 
and would do much to avoid it, but 
that is the point of the paradox... 
our great Biblical creative writing 
comes out of the exile . . . and not 
out of Solomon’s easy reign! 

Trouble is a valuable trust. We 
have all our lives been reduced to 
Commercial transactions, 
finest thing that a man can do is to 
take a moral risk . . . to launch out in 
a life of faith. Jesus said, “Blessed are 
ye... when... trouble!” 


We think highly of the business 
man that launches all out in business,

but so often miss the vital point of 
the launching out in faith, even 
though for a time some may judge 
and say we are the loser! Yes, the 
injustices of life, properly accepted 
make us better Christian men and 
women. Trouble can be an opportun- 
ity. Even to the life of a child... 
calamities form a major process in the 
life building and character molding 
of that child. Trouble treated con- 
structively is an opportunity. It’s easy 
enough to smile, when life goes along 
like a song, but the man worth while, 
is the man that will smile, when 
everything goes dead wrong. 

Trouble constrains man to religion. 
This is so, unless it is improperly sen- 
timentalized to caricature! The New 
Testament is built on trouble. The 
first Christmas . . . the infant born in 
a manger, ... then the slaughter of 
the infants by the king. 

Yes, the center of the New Testa- 
ment is the Cross. The New Testa- 
ment and trouble are not antagonists 
. . . they are twins, born in the same 
cradle. “The whole creation groaneth 
and travaileth” ... yes travail... but 
something is being born of it! 


How could a good God make a 
world with so much suffering? No! A 
thousand times no! How could He 
make it with so much good, so much 
beauty, so much love, so much eter- 
nal opportunities? The calamities of 
the universe come without malice or 
partiality. 

It is man’s inhumanity to man that 
embitters . . . let trouble constrain 
you to God! 
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hese are dark days for this 
@9 world, with its neglect of 
God, its sin and confusion 


and fear. But while world statesmen 
are in doubt and darkness those who 
know Christ have light in their hearts 


—the light of the prophetic Word, of 
which Peter said “We have also a 
more sure word of prophecy; where- 
unto ye do well that ye take heed, as 
unto a light that shineth in a dark 
place, until the day dawn, and the 
day star arise in your hearts” (2 Pet. 
1:19). They are watching for the 
Morning Star — Christ coming for 
His own, before He comes as the Sun 
of Righteousness, bringing judgment 
and the manifestation of His glory to 
this earth. 


Fulfilled prophecy is a kind of 
evidence that may be understood by 
all the people of this earth. The car- 
nal man is able to compare prediction 
with fulfillment, and make some 
evaluation based on the factors of in- 
tervening time, complexity of details, 
human reason, and his own personal 
reaction to things supernatural. It is 
not as simple to make an adequate 
appraisal of unfulfilled prophecy. The 
spiritual mind becomes a_ necessity. 
“God hath revealed them unto us by 
his Spirit: the things of God 
knoweth no man but the Spirit of 
God . . . the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned .. . But 
we have the mind of Christ” (1 Cor. 
2:10-16). This quality of spiritual in- 
sight is never acquired suddenly, as 
a gift, but is the result of growth in 
grace and the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour, a long and thorough 
familiarity with the content of Holy 
Scripture, and the application of sim- 
ple and self-evident laws or rules of 
interpretation, It is the kind of thing 
that will be recognized by others and 
not announced by its imagined pos- 
sessor. 

It is our firm conviction that all 
members of the Body of Christ should 
benefit, and to a far greater degree 
than at the present moment, in the 
prophetic portions of God’s Word; 
and that every believer may develop 
the kind of prophetic insight that will 
result in immeasureable blessing and 
help to himself and to the church of 
which he is a part. In our natural 
curiosity and eagerness concerning 
things apocalyptic we tend to over- 
look the personal values of prophecy. 
The Book of Revelation is admitted- 
ly fascinating and a challenge to our 
understanding, yet usually we study 
it from an strictly objective view- 


point, as spectators or observors, 
without participating subjectively in 
its truth. It will help us greatly to 
understand prophecy if we recognize 
its moral purpose and personal value. 
Prophecy was never given to enter- 
tain, or satisfy man’s curiosity. God 
speaks to meet man’s deepest need 
and is ever mindful of the individual. 
It we overlook this vital truth, we - 
may completely miss the real meaning 
of God’s revelation. It is significant 
that the book dealing most specifical- 
ly with national and world events to 
come is prefaced by this exhortation 
to the reader: “Blessed is he that 
readeth, and they that hear the words 
of this prophecy . . .” (Rev. 1:3). 
And further that in each of the letters 
to the seven churches there is a per- 
sonal word to the overcomer. 

A quick glance at several prophe- 
cies will indicate the important place 
this moral basis of prophecy holds in 
clarifying the meaning of Scripture. 

The very first prophetic word was 
given in the garden of Eden, after the 
moral failure of Eve and Adam. We 
can readily imagine the fear and dis- 
tress of those first sinners as they ac- 
knowledged their transgression be- 
fore their Judge and heard the divine 
sentence pronounced. Then a word 
of hope was heard in the judgment 
upon the serpent. “I will put enmity 
between thee and the woman, and 
between thy seed and her seed; it 
shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel.” (Gen. 8:15). The. 
moral values of this first prophecy 
are revealed in the account of sinners 
confessing and repenting before their 
God, the judgment of the tempter, 
and the message of faith and hope of 
salvation through a promised De- 
liverer — the Seed of the woman. 
The hope implanted in the hearts of 
our first parents was imminent and 
real. Eve named her firstborn son 
Cain which meant “Acquired of Je- 
hovah.” Evidently she thought him to 
be the promised Seed. It was an at- 
titude of faith that persisted, for in 
this dark hour God had given them 
a light of hope that was to shine until 
Tesus came. That living hope must 
have been of inestimable value to 
Adam and Eve and their descendants, 
and a strong contributing factor to 
their daily living. They were not told 
when He would come, it was not for 
them to know. Neither were thev 
told of a long delay, which would 
have crushed their hope and robbed 
them of comfort and cheer. They 
were in the night but had light in 
their hearts because of the prophecy. 

A new word of prophecy came 
through Enoch. As the centuries had 
passed, ungodliness became the order 
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of the day, and only a few were walk- 
ing with God, His was a message of 
divine judgment. “Behold, the Lord 
cometh with ten thousand of his 
saints, to execute judgment upon all, 
and to convince all that are ungodly 
among them of all their ungodly 
deeds which they have ungodly com- 
mitted, and of all their hard speeches 
which ungodly sinners have spoken 
against him” (Jude 14, 15). Two im- 
portant moral values appear here: the 
godly are comforted by the assurance 
that divine judgment will end the 
corruption of ungodliness; and the 
ungodly are given a solemn warning 
to repent of their ungodliness and so 
escape the judgment to come. Both 
of these moral purposes were present- 
ed as imminent, and to be constantly 
expected. The ungodly of Enoch’s 
day were swept away by the flood, 
fulfilling the prophecy, but we also 
know that a greater fulfillment is yet 
to take place (Rev. 19:11-16). This 
is one of the first examples of the 
multiple fulfillments of prophecy. 

It seems clear that Enoch expected 
the Lord’s return in his day. But God 
had other plans, and Enoch’s faith 
was rewarded by his translation 
(Heb. 11:5). We believe that the rap- 
ture of Enoch was ‘a type of the rap- 
ture of the Church to heaven before 
the tribulation wrath of God falls on 
a corrupted world. 

Noah also served God during this 
period, and his experience strongly. 
contrasts with that of Enoch, for as 
the latter was caught up to heaven 
before the flood came, so Noah was 
preserved by the ark through the 
flood to become the seed of the re- 
newed earth. This must clearly typify 
the rapture of the Church, caught up 
to heaven before the flood of divine 
wrath comes, and the preservation of 
an earthly remnant by divine provi- 
dence to become the seed of the mil- 
lennial kingdom. Again this prophecy 
had personal values. To Noah it was 
a promise of deliverance from a 
wicked generation and a better world 
to come. To the ungodly it was a 
warning to escape from the wrath to 
come. The prophecy was fulfilled, 
and in the covenant with and person 
of Noah God established government 
—a clear foreview of the government 
of Christ in His earthly kingdom, fol- 
lowing the period of tribulation. 

Space will not permit discussion of 
the prophetic words to Abraham and 
all of the later prophets. Each mes- 
sage carried a moral urgency to obey 
God’s word, and warning of judgment 
on disobedience. The prophecies 
spoke of the coming of Messiah, of 
His suffering and coming glory, and 
kept light and hope burning in the 
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hearts of godly Israel. Again it was 
individuals that figured prominently 
in the record of faith. “There was a 
man in Jerusalem, whose name was 
Simeon; and the same man was just 
and devout, waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel” (Luke 2:25). 

Many wonderful and remarkable 
prophecies were fulfilled in the in- 
carnation, ministry, sufferings, death 
and resurrection of our Lord. The 
first prophecy of the “woman’s seed” 
was accomplished. The record of the 
literal fulfillments of these prophecies 
of the first advent give us divine as- 
surance that every word of prophecy 
concerning things to come will also 
be literally, precisely and completely 
fulfilled in its appointed time.

There is no question but that the 
Lord’s followers expected the estab- 
lishment of an earthly kingdom, and 
Jesus never denied that He would do 
this but spoke positively of its accom- 
plishment. Just prior to His ascension, 
the disciples asked “wilt thou at this 
time restore again the kingdom to 
Israel?” and the answer, “It is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in His own 
power,” again confirmed the future 
earthly kingdom of Christ, but placed 
the time of its fulfillment in the de- 
terminate foreknowledge of God 
(Acts 1:6, 7). In the light of such 
statements it is difficult to under- 
stand why there should be any ques- 
tion of the reality of our Lord’s future 
earthly kingdom. 

The initial calamity of the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus, with its shock and 


sorrow to the hearts of the disciples, 
was alleviated by the events of the 
resurrection, with the assurance that 
His absence would be only temporary. 
He would come again personally and 
take them to His Father’s house, 
where further parting would be un- 
known. On the day of His ascension, 
He was taken from them in blessing, 
and they were promised His return 
in like manner. The world then was 
ignorant of this event, and it is clear 
that this new promise was of a per- 
sonal return for His own, and quite 
different from His coming in glory 
with the armies of heaven to bring 
judgment upon an ungodly world 
(Rev. 19). Again the world will be 
ignorant of this personal return, but 
its hove has perennially burned in 
the Christian Church. It is evident 
that the believers in apostolic times 
lived in constant expectation of 
Christ’s return (2 Thess. 2:1. 2). The 
moral value of these prophecies is 
tremendous. 

The entire New Testament is un- 
mistakably insistent on the imminence 
of the Lord’s return and our need to 
be in constant readiness to meet Him. 
The continued expectation of the 
Lord from heaven contains the high- 
est and most beneficial personal and 
moral values. It will change the en- 
tire life and viewpoint of the earnest 
Christian. It will bring patience in 
trial and suffering. “Be ye patient 
therefore, brethren, unto the coming 
of the Lord. .. Be ye also patient; 
stablish your hearts: for the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh” (James 
5:7, 8). This expectation will also 
bring comfort “Let not your heart be 
troubled; ye believe in God, believe 
also in me ... Wherefore comfort one 
another with these words” (John 
14:1; 1 Thess. 4:18). But most of all 
it is a purifying hope. “Every man 
that hath this hope in him purifieth 
himself, even as He is pure” (1 John 
2:3). The Lord may come at any 
moment, and men are warned to flee 
from the wrath that is to come. When 
we say that His return is imminent, 
we do not mean that we know it will 
be today, this week, this year, or 
even this century, but that He may 
return at any time. We repeat that the 
effect of this truth in the personal 
life of the Christian cannot be over- 
emphasized. Books could be compiled 
of the testimonies of many faithful 
Christians to this value of prophecy. 

Much of this personal value is lost 
upon acceptance of any alternative 
view such as the idea that the 
Church is to pass through the tribula- 
tion. The alternate interpretations 
are conflicting and confusing. Some

BUILDING WITH GOD 


% ESCALON 


The lovely new Escalon church (upper left on cover ) 
is the fruit of some three years of construction work, 
and of nearly five years of planning and fund raising. 
Ground breaking was February 17, 1952; while the 


dedication of the finished structure was April 17, 1955. 
Pastor Adrian G. Benning and his people are now de- 
lightedly worshipping in their new church home. 

The church, which is located on the corner of Cali- 
fornia and Brayton Streets in Escalon, is of Gothic in- 
terior finished in soft brown and rose. It has a seating 
capacity of 450 in the main sanctuary with an overflow 
balcony seating 100. The recessed choir loft seats 382. 
Other features of the building include: radiant heat, 
custom made Gothic style lighting fixtures, beautiful 
auditorium and platform furniture, and exceptional 
acoustics which make an amplifying system unnecessary. 


% HAYWARD 


Less than a year ago, the beautiful new Hayward 
church (center right on the cover) was little more than 
the vision of a group of God’s people. Nevertheless, the 
need was pressing, for in 4 years the Sunday school had 


twice more than doubled itself, and the over-all con- 
gregation was growing proportionately. Thus, with only 
$12,000 on hand, but with faith in God, the people 
launched their building program. God miraculously pro- 
vided, so that there was not a single day’s delay in con- 
struction because of lack of finances and in only 10 
months the structure was finished. As Pastor James R. 
Swanson comments: “This is the Lord’s doing; it is mar- 
velous in our eyes.” 

The auditorium of the new church seats over 700 
(for a picture see page 12), and there is provision for 
enlargement of the balcony to make an auditorium to 
seat over 1,000 when it is needed. There is a spacious 


% SACRAMENTO 


It speaks well for the vision and sense of spiritual 
values of the people of Sacramento’s Bethel Temple, 
that their recent building project is a lovely new educa- 
tional annex (lower left on the cover) which is to serve 
as a place to instruct boys and girls in godliness. Actual- 
ly, a photograph scarcely does justice to the lovely new 
building, for neither its size nor its beauty is adequate- 
ly conveyed. The structure cost $131,000.00, but it 
would have been considerably more apart from special 
ee. in purchases of materials and the donation of 
abor. 

As a tribute to our beloved Superintendent, W. T. 
Gaston, and as an expression of love to him, the build- 
ing has been named Gaston Hall. Brother Gaston left 
the pastorate of Bethel Temple to become our District 
Superintendent, and it was under his ministry that the 
present church auditorium was erected. 
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One of the chief reasons for the new building was 
to provide for the constantly growing Sunday school. 


With twenty class rooms and a basement auditorium 


with 7,000 square feet of space, the structure stands to 
serve its purpose well! There is also a crib room for in- 
fants and a nursery for small children. Three offices 
serve to make the directing of the Sunday school, and 
all the church business, much more efficient. 

Pastor Benning has emphasized that this lovely 
building is a memorial to the faithfulness of the Escalon 
congregation. Though the building is costing $91,000.00, 
it would have been much more except for hundreds of 
hours of donated labor by the members. No money was 
raised outside of the church constituency. The building 
chairman was Raymond Silber, who is also one of the 
deacons of the church. All three of the District officials 
participated in the dedication services. 


foyer, two large nuseries, church offices, and a two-story 
educational unit attached to the rear. The assembly is 
still able to make use of its old church which is on an 
adjoining lot so as to be convenient for the Sunday 
school and other groups. 

A unique feature of the new building is a fifty-foot 
tower with an illuminated revolving cross 28 feet high. 
The cross is visible for miles around and it was a gift | 
of one of the congregation as an abiding testimony to 
the works of God in the city of Hayward. The building 
cost $90,000, though because of much donated labor, 
it is valued at nearly twice that. 

Our General Superintendent, Ralph M. Riggs, 
preached the dedicatorial message, and our District of- 
ficers and Bethany Bible College choir were on hand 
for the occasion. We rejoice with Brother Swanson and 
his people upon this glorious forward move for the 
Kingdom. 


Built in modern style, Gaston Hall will accommodate 
the Sunday school, Christ's Ambassadors, Women’s Mis- 
sionary Council, and Men’s Fellowship functions. It 
is now possible for Bethel Temple to house a total of 
2,000 in Sunday school, since thirty classrooms and five 
auditoriums have been added. 

The dedicatory services; which extended through 
the weekend of April 2, included messages from W. T. 
Gaston, Kenneth M. Haystead, and Nelson Hinman. 
Since Brother Haystead grew up in Sacramento, he 
counts Bethel Temple as his church home; while Brother 
Hinman is esteemed as the former pastor. The present 
pastor is Clyde Henson, and the church staff includes: 
Dave Peters, assistant and minister of music; Earl Wal- 
pole, minister to youth; and Maxine Mitchell, director 
of Christian Education. The building fund committee 
was headed by Clayton Johnson.

Information Concerning Social Security 


For the information of our minis- 
ters, the following facts have been 
gleaned from Advance and Protestant 
Administration and Equipment. 


HOW TO APPLY FOR SOCIAL 
SECURITY COVERAGE 


1. Secure Certificate of Waiver 
from Director of Internal Revenue of- 
fice. (Form No. 2031.) 

2. If coverage is desired to begin 

_with 1955, the certificate must be in 
the hands of the Internal Revenue 
Director before April 15, 1956. 

8. A minister ordained as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1955, who desires coverage, 
must file a Certificate of Waiver be- 
fore April 15, 1957, or forever lose his 
right of election. 

4. A minister ordained after Janu- 
ary 1, 1955, has two years from the 
date of ordination in which to file the 
Certificate of Waiver. 

5. Secure a Social Security account 
card and account number from Dis- 
trict office of the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. If a minister already has 
a Social Security number, the same 
number should be used; in no case 
should a different account number 
be secured, 


PAYMENT OF SOCIAL SECURITY TAXES 

Social Security taxes are payable 
upon the same date as the last instail- 
ment of a minister’s income tax. Thus, 
if he is covered by Social Security as 
of January 1, 1955, his Social Security 
taxes for 1955 will be payable in the 
spring of 1956. He will receive a 
special form accompanying his in- 
come tax report dealing specifically 
with his Social Security tax, and will 
make the payment at the same time 
that he completes his income tax pay- 
ment. 


HOW MUCH WILL IT COST? 


The present required contribution 
is 3% of the first $4,200 of a minister's 
self-employment income. Nothing 
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need be paid for the part of an in- 
come that exceeds $4,200. In figuring 
his taxable income the minister is al- 
lowed to deduct: stenographic help, 
car expenses including depreciation 
when the car is used in pastoral work, 
and other “business” expenses. Rental 
allowances for a parsonage are not 
deemed income; nor are travel allow- 
ances granted by some churches. As 
the law stands at present, the 3% will 
apply until 1959. From 1960 to 1964 
the required contributions will be 
34%, from 1956 to 1969, 44%; from 
1970 to 1974, 54%: and in 1975 and 
thereafter 6%. This amount must be 
paid by the minister himself. His 
church is neither required nor permit- 
ted to pay any part of it on his be- 
half. (Of course, there is nothing to 
prevent his church from increasing 
his salary by this amount and then

WHEN CAN A MINISTER 
RECEIVE BENEFITS? 


To receive benefits, a minister 
must be both 65 years old and he 
must be fully insured. To be fully in- 
sured he must have been covered by 
Social Security for not less than six 
quarter-years and also meet one of 
the following conditions: 

1) Any man is fully insured who 
has paid Social Security taxes upon 
income for forty full quarter-years. 

2) Any man is fully insured who 
has paid Social Security taxes upon 
his income for half the quarter years 
beginning January 1, 1951 and clos- 
ing with the year before he reaches 
age 65. 

3) Any man is fully insured who 
has paid Social Security taxes for all 
the quarter years beginning January 
1, 1955, and ending July 1, 1956, or, 
if later, the quarter in which he 
reaches age 65 or dies. 


WHAT WILL THE BENEFITS BE? 
If a man is fully insured, his bene-

fits will be the same in relation to his 
average salary whether he has been 
covered for a year and a half or fifty 
years. A fully insured man will receive 
monthly benefits equivalent to 55% of 
the first $110 of his average monthly 
wage plus 20% of the next $240 of his 
average monthly wage. In addition, 
his wife, if she, too, is 65 years or 
older, will receive an amount equival- 
ent to one half of what her husband 
receives. In the case of death, surviy- 
ors payments will be made to the 
widow, providing there is a child, or 
children, under 18 years of age. When 
the children become 18, the widow’s 
payments cease, but they will be re- 
sumed when the widow becomes 65 
years of age. The maximum benefit 
payment is $200 per month. 


MAY A MINISTER RECEIVING BENEFITS 
CONTINUE TO WORK? 


Until he is 72, a minister drawing 
Social Security benefits may earn up 
to $1,200 a year without affecting his 
benefits. What he earns in excess of 
$1,200 will be deducted from the 
amount he receives from Social Secur- 
ity. After age 72 there is no limit up- 
on what he may earn from the stand- 
point of Social Security benefits,

South African Paper Urges 


Evangelist to Take Leave 

In Johannesburg, S. Africa huge 
crowds have been attending open air 
revival meetings held there. 

An estimated 20,000 persons includ- 
ing many stretcher cases and other 
sick, jammed Wembly Stadium for a 
healing service conducted by Oral 
Roberts of Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

The crowd caused one of the big- 
gest traffic jams the city has ever 
seen. 

Roberts has received wide pub- 
licity in the South African press, but 
not all of it enthusiastic. 

Under the headline one paper 
wrote: “Amen Mr. Roberts, Now 
Please Get Out of South Africa.” 

They claimed his visit has been at- 
tended by a lot of “hysteria.”

in forty-five public high schools in | 


North Carolina were enrolled for elec- 
tive Bible courses. This result was re- 


ported by A. B. Combs, director of © 


the State Department of Public In- 
structions, to demonstrate what 


“specific planning” could do toward | 
providing Bible courses for public 
school students without provoking a | 


church-state controversy. 

The Bible teaching program in 
North Carolina is not sponsored or 
promoted by the State Department 


of Public Instruction. As a rule, the © 


courses are sponsored by the local 
groups of churches. In many instanc- 
es the church group nominates the 
teacher, but the latter is elected by 
the local school board and becomes 
a regular member of the faculty. 
Usually, the full salary of the Bible 
teacher is paid by the local sponsor- 
ing agency. The Bible course is gen- 
erally taught in the school building. 
No arrangements has been worked 


out for releasing students at a par- | 


ticular time to go to their churches 
for religious instruction. 


ICL Seeks 200 New Prayer 
Groups Throughout U. S. 


The executive committee of Inter- 
national Christian Leadership, Inc., 
is planning to form 200 new breakfast 
prayer groups designed to “put 1,000- 
000 Americans on their knees ”every 
week to pray for “their nation, their 
liberties and their world.” This an- 
nouncement was made by Dr. Abra- 
ham Vereide, director of ICL. 


To implement this new program, 
two assistant secretaries have been 
named to aid Dr. Vereide: Frank 
Fuhr, a former insurance executive, 
and C. J. (Mike) Kearney, a news- 
paperman. A budget of $117,000 has 
been adopted. 
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
